RESTRICT DSE 
OF FIREWORKS 


Order of Industrial Com- 
mission Regulates Storing 
of Pistols and Torpedoes 


An order regulating the nse and 


storage of fireworks has bean adopt- 
ed by the Industrial commission and 
will become effeetivi June 3: This 
order prohibits the storing of, fire 
cra'ckers, rockets, torpedoes, Roman 
candies, bombs or other fireworks, 
pictols, cannoaa, explosive canes, 
blank cartridges or 
other similar 


appliances or displays in any pluce 
nearer than 200 feet from a neigh- 
boring building. It also 
specifies 


that no rockota or. .Roman candles 
shall be discharged -wthin 500 feet 
of any building an« that no fire- 
works shall be flred within 200 feet 
from any building. The order espe- 
cially provides that it does cot ap- 
ply to fireworks displays made un- 
der the direction of town or munici- 
pal authorities, except that no fire 
balloons shall be stored or used ut- 
4er any circumstances. 


The purpose of this order is to 


reduce the fire and accident hazard 
Incident to the indiscriminate uie 
of fireworks on or Before the fourth
